And whereas 
the Council are rather deſirous that no means might be left unattempted which may tend to the allowing to the ſaid 
Irich ſuch Immunities and Pꝛiviledges as wereequall with the Engliſh Pꝛoteſtants in this Nation, then to infl»ctſuch 
penalties upon them as are menticne? in the ſaid Dedarations, Habe thought fit hereby to oꝛder and declare, that all 
uch of the ſaid Jrich inyabiting within thoſe parts of the Counties of Dublin, Wicklow, Wextord, Kildare, and 
Catrerlough, as is above recited, who ſhail fozthwith really and truly confozm to the Pzoteſtant Religion, and ſhall 
within lx months after take tie enſuing Abjuration, viz. 104.83. do abjure and renounce the Popes Supremacy and 
auchority over the Carnolck Cuurch in gencrall, and over my ſelf in particul ir; And I do believe that there is not any Tranſub- 
ſtantiation in the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, or in the Elements of Bread and Wine after Conſecrat ion thereof by any 
perſon whatſoever; And J do allo believe that there is not any Purgatory; or that the Conſecrated Hoaſt, Crucifixes or Images, 
ought to be worſh pp-d, or that any Worſhip is due unto any of them; And l allo believe that ſalvation cannot be merited by works;

(uhich Oath (after ſome fitting admonition touching the ſubſtance thereof) is to be tendzed and admimſtred by two 
Juſtices of tye Peace of that Countie. and in the pꝛeſence of ſome one oz moꝛe Miniſter or the Goſpell,to ſuch onely ofthe 
ſaid Iriſh, with whoſe reall Converſion they are ſatisfied as afozeſaid, returning their names, and places of aboad unto

And to the end the ſaid Jrich may be the better inſtructed in the true P2oteſtant Religion, and give evidence of their 
candide and ingenuous complyance thereunto It is further oꝛdered, that all the laid Jriſh inhabiting within four miles 
of any publick meeting place, where the Goſpell is 02 ſhall be pꝛeached do from time to time repair thither to hear the
